1. If _you can control your water level, lower or dry the pond or lake or a 
strip around the shore line. Broadcast the seed while the soil is still wet and

2. If _you cannot manipulate the water level, keen some of the seed on hand 
and scatter it on the bare md as fast as the water goes down during the summer 
and fall months, or sow the seed on lowland areas, mid flats, and land along the 
water's edge. If the soil is wet and mddy, nothing further need be done, If 
the soil is dry, disc or drag to loosen it up, broadcast the seed, then drag to 
cover it. On small areas this may be done with an iron garden rake. Rake to 
loosen the soil, broadcast seed, and rake in as you would grass seed on a lam.
